OUR RESOURCES IN ENGLAND. 



Io tbeso utilitarian dajs everything is tried 
by one Btnudard, — What use 1 and How 
soon 1 Rapidity of motion is os?ontial to tho 
cravings of human nature, and in estimating 
the ([ualitics of anything which can bo reduc- 
ed to ft comparative system, wo aro more 
guided by the question of its utility, than by 
any of its less practical merits. Railway 
companies', telegraph companies, mining com- 
panies, and joint stock companies of ovory 
description have, within the last tan yoars, 
beeu built up by tho exercise and influence 
of these two queries alone. Formerly our 
ancestors v.'ero content with less progressive 
ideas, and the exigencies of tho times did not 
niaUo it necessary to utilise every foot of 
ground which is in the vicinity of tho haunts 
of mou; but now tho great aim of every one's 
lile seems to bo to do as much as possible, 
and with Hint end in view, to do it as quickly 
as possible. Since the introduction of steam 
as a motive power, man's whole naturo in rc- 
speot jf employment is changed; how much 
more is crowded into the work of a lil'e-tima 
now, than half a century ago, our daily ex- 
perience witnesses, and probably nowhere is 
this more apparent thau in the colonies. At 
one timo a family emigrating carried with 
them their Laics and Pinnies, and never ex- 
pected to visit homo ugain; now there are not 
a dozen amongst us but have somo hope or idea 
of returningto the old country. Tho facilities 
lor travel, if properly taken advantage of,mu6t 
tend to benefit tho colonies generally, and 
uono more than our own. The great value 
of minerals, our forests of splendid timber, 
and our fisheries, have only to bo thoroughly 
explained nt homo, and tho capital must find 
its way out to work each and every branch 
of our resources. How soon can tho Island 
of Vancouver bo readied, and what aro its 
moans of communication with England, are 
also matters which require explanation, as do 
the relative situations of this city and British 
Columbia, and the distance and means of 
communication with tho mines. At no more 
critical period for our future welfare could 
wo have despatched a messenger to England 
who will devote his timo to the practical ex- 
planation of our wanls,our resources and our 
appliances, than at tho present. Despito all 
that can bo said to the contrary, these two 
colonies aro surely and steadily progressing 
in value nnd importance, and it only neods 
that tho right sort of men should bo induced 
to come amongst U3 at the present moment, 
bringing with them capital, skill, and 
energy, to place this colony and that of Bri- 
tish Columbia high in tho list of favored 
countries. 

The gold of British Columbia will, for 
some yoars to come, attract a particular 
class of immigrants, and if the real facts 
connected with our own Islaud be thoroughly 
explained to those of the old country who are 
always in search of sucli information for 
practical purposes ; if tho «apitalir.ts 
who nro socking fresh outlets for their money 
and the skilled artificers and ban Jicraftsmen 
who aro seeking a new held for employment, 
are told what can be dono in the lumber 
business between this colony and China, as 
well as other parts of the world, and what 
other mineral resources wc have besides gold, 
and what it is possible to make of our fish- 
eries, shall we not soon havo men and money 
at work ? There is energy, there is wealth, 
there is muscle and sinow, and last uot least 
there is indomitable pluek elill laft in Britain, 
which only wants inducoment to como 
amongst us, and which alone is wanting to 
secure our prosperity. A lecturer going 
home this year will tell of bettor communi- 
cation with the mines than heretofore, he 
will be ablo to onlargo upon the facilities 
which will be given to trading with the 
minos when the traction engines are at work ; 
ho will show to tho oommeroial man the 
immense advantages which Victoria will 
possess as a depot for tho whole Pacific 
Coast when sho is connected by ttlagraphio 
wires with the United States, and it 
will bo for tho lecturer who invitea tho at- 
tontion of emigrants nnd capitalists to this 
country to show them in how many ways 
their money and energy may bo advanta- 
geously employed in this Island, which like 
tho Ghauts of iho Decean, although perhaps 
barren of verdure teems with mineral wealth.

DEPARTURE OP GOVERNOR 
DOUGLAS. 



Yesterday morning at 12 o'clock, His Ex- 
callency Sir James Douglas, K.C.H., left ibis 
colony, not to return to it ngnin as Hor M.lj- 
csty's Represenlativo. The spontaneous and 
enthusiastic ovalion accorded to him by tho 
citizons at his departure must bare been 
highly gratifying, and would doubtless tend 
to dissipate, partially at least, that regrot 
which he must feel at leaving tho country 
with which lie has been so long and so im- 
timately connected, both in a private and 
public capacity. Long belore tho hour fixed 
for His Excellency's departure, the city was 
docked in all directions with Hags and ban* 
ners, and the shipping in the harbor gaily or- 
namented wilh streamers and signals, and ns 
the time of embarkation approached n mtilti- 
luda of people streamed down towards the 
Hudson Hay Company's Wharf, and congre- 
gated in dense musses nt the entrance of the 
quay, on Whatl street, and nil along down to 
whero the Enterprise lay awaiting her dis- 
tinguished passenger. In a few moments 
the sound of martini music was heard, and 
His Excellency, preceded by the Band, play- 
ing " For He's a jolly guod fellow," and ac- 
companied .by a number of tho Government 
efficials, with a few particular friends, marched 
<lovvi! to tho wharf, followed by an immense 
concourse of citizens. On his arrival at the 
head of the wharf, ho w'as greeted with 
hearty cheers from the assembled multitude, 
which ho acknowlwdgod wilh his usual 
urbanity. At tho steamboat landing n dense 
crowd had collected, and Ilia Excellency 
was received with enthusiastic cheers, which 
continued till ho stepped on boaid the 
steamer. The gallant little craft then moved 
slowly off, backing out into the stream, amid 
tho most vociferous cheering, the bund play- 
ing "Auld Lang syne," and the battery on the 
opposite wharf sending forth a thundering 
salute, answered by another from Dickson 
Campbell & Co.'s wharf. As the Enterprise 
gradually swung round and headed out ol tha 
harbor, the bund struck up " Cod Savo The 
Queen," to the grand old strains of which, 
blending with the shouts ol the multitude 
and tho roar of tho cannon, Governor Sir 
James Douglas bade a last farewell to the 
eolony of Vnncouver Island. 

New MiMixa Laws fob Vancouver Is- 
land. — His Excellency Governor Douglas, 
has lately bocn in consultation with the 
Legislative Council for tho purpose of fra- 
ming a complete series of mining laws for 
this Islaud. The laws will diflor materially 
rfrom those of British Columbia, being drawn 
up with, tho greatest possible freedom from 
restrictions of any kind. They will not be 
designed as a source of revenue as are those 
of tba sister colony, but will aim at affording 
tho utmost enconragoment to developing the 
mineral wealth of the Island ; even should 
their execution entail an additional charge 
upon tho public revenue. One of tho provi- 
sions of tho proposed laws is to allow a 
miner or company to hold any number of I 
ahares he or they may choose to take tip, 
following in this tho practice in California. 
Tho laws will come up before the Legislative 
t/'ouucil forthwith.

It was not, however, in his power 
to net officially in tho matter, us the 
supplies for tho year had not finally 
passed the legislature, and ho did 
not wish to interfere with tho patronage ol 
the new governor. He would, however, 
strongly recommend Mr. Marlie to Oapt 
Kennedy as a most suitable person to nut as 
lecturer, should one be appointed, and would 
leave his written opinion to that efiect to bo 
laid before the new governor on his arrival in 
the colony.

Tbe Board of lirokers we hjarn, consequent- 
ly refusu to recugnise any transactions in 
Union shares based upon theso discoveries. 
From the indications lately brought to light 
there appears to bo little doubt that the pro- 
montory extending betwoen Sooke Harbor 
and Beechy May is more or less studded with 
copper lodes. 

Mining Deputation-.— A number of per- 
sons interested in mining matters waited on 
His Excellency yostorduy morning to ask him 
to recommend un addition to the Supplemen- 
tal Estimates, of $1,000, for tho purpose ol 
oponing a good road to the auriferous region 
on Coldstream.

Editor Colonist: — Sir. Instead of in- 
troducing personal leeliujr and political ani- 
mosity into a discussion of the municipal af- 
lairs of Iho city, it would bo a more dignified 
and certainly a much more profitable employ- 
ment to discuss the question entirely upon 
its own merits. Still, if necessary, I know of 
but few gamos nt which two can.iot play. 
The opponents of tho corporation seem to 
base their opposition upontthroe grounds, via: 
That Colonial anil Municipal taxation when 
collected by two sets oT officials, are onerous 
and oppressive, that thu Trades License und 
Heal Estate Tax fill too heavy upon Ihoso 
from whom they are exacted, and that tho 
municipal business of tho city would bo as 
well managed, and dono much cheaper, by 
three commissioners appointed by govern* 
ment. Let us soo what these objections 
amount to. We dine; to our free port ns the 
corner stone upon which to erect Iho fabric 
of our commercial greatness. 1 presume 
that nil argument $ mast bo based upon 
that fact, therefore SI long as wo retain that 
system ,80 loui,' must wo raise our revenue by 
direct taxation. If' the nfiairs of the city 
were in the hands of the government to-mor- 
row, and Jwc desired to have Johnson street 
((or example) macadamized, why the govern- 
ment would turn round to us and say, " y«u 
must find tho money." No Governor, no 
Government, or Commissioners either, ca'i or 
will maeadamize a single street, without first 
imposing a tax or borrowing money upon 
our promise to re-imburau to enable them to 
pay lor the ni'cesiary labor. The Council bus 
done nothing ;:i .ro, No city has ever been 
improved without money, and Victuiia is not 
likely to prove an exception, 

That the Real Estate and Trades License 
Taxes fall too heavy upon those from whom 
they are exacted, I deny, tor this reason, that 
tradesmen and* real cstulu owners pay a very 
small portion of tlioso taxes. It is t'io 
consumer who pays not only those but almost 
evety other tax, nnd not the man through 
whose hand it passes into the K.xohequer of 
the tax collector. For example, a Tobacco 
manufacturer in Liverpool buys a hogshead 
of IljU tobacco— and pays in addition to its 
prico throe shillings per pound of duty ; he 
manufactures it into twist, then turns round 
and charges mo the original price of the leaf, 
wilh ihe tax du'y added, and ns 
much more as remunerates him for 
his labor. I smokt) that tobacco, and 
and in doing so pay the duty. So it is with 
the Trades License in Victoria; a tradesman, 
(a butcher for c.s mplc) charges so much par 
pound for Ilia hoot as enables him to pay h's ' 
' rent, his trade license, and bis other expenses 
leaving him a fair remuneration lor his labor. 
If 1 ase two pounds of beef while that butcher 
is using only one, I pay double the amount 
of trade licenso that he doe». 

It is iho samo wilh the real estate tnx. If 
my neighbor across the way occupies a lot 
worth $2,000, and I occupy one worth only 
81,000. he pays double tho real estate tax 
which I pay; but, if! own twenty lots, and 
my neigbboi only owns ton, thon he pays us 
much ical estate tax upon those lots ns 1 do, 
because neit! er of us pay anything, not even 
tha lesBee ol those lots, but the consumer; if it 
is a corner lot and a saloon, why tho man 
rvho drinks his whiskey. It is thosurna with 
unproductive property. Ono man will specu- 
late in town lots, another man will speculate 
in a cargo of wheat; both speculators expect 
that the increased value of those lots, and that 
wheat, at some future period 1 , will enable the 
ono to pay his taxes, and tuo other his stor- 
agc, and leave them a profit besides. 1 can 
see no hardship, no injustice, in either tax. — 
It is the Consumer who pays onr taxes; all 
men are consumers, consequently all ircu are 
tax-payers. 

Tha third, and what tho opponents of the 
Incorporation Hill seem to consider their 
strong argument is, that our Municipal Gov 
eminent has been too expensive; admit it — 
and what then — why simply this, that it is a 
most excellent reason why we should have 
our work done cheaper n future: but it is 
not even the shadow of a reason why wo 
should abandon our municipal institutions 
altogether. 

Whether the govonnncnt of our oily is 
vested in Iho Government, in Comniissioners.or 
in a Municipal Council, tha city will always 
require some executive officials. It would bo 
simply absurd to enter inlo a contract to have 
a street macadamized according to a certain 
plan and specification, unless it is soma man's 
bosinoss to see that that plan is adhered to, 
and that those specifications are comp.ied 
with. Commissioners, such us are proposed, 
would require to be paid. The city council 
do the same work gratuitously, therefore I 
cannot see any possible reason why an elected 
council cannot do the necessary work with as 
small an executive stuff, and for ns little mo- 
ney, as those appointed Commissioners 
could possibly do it, nnd thus save 
whatever salary might be attached to 
their office. 1 say by all means let us have 
our work done for the lowest possible amount 
consistent with eliiciency. There is one 
ofiiciul which I think is much wauled here — 
an inspector ol weights and measures. His 
picscnce would Do wonderfully beneficial 
amongst a certain class of small tradesmen 
whom it is impossible to convince that it re- 
quires sixteen ounnes to make a pound. 

With respect to tho bill before the House. 
I cannot see why we should insist upon such 
ahsoluto perfection hero. Wo have exam- 
ples evary year in Ihe shape of "All Aot to 
Amend an Act, kc." of tho inability of the
